Geneva, September 16.—The Greco- 
Italian question now has been happi- 
ly settled say the delegates to the 
council ef the League of Nations, 
but the question of how to deal with 
Italy is proving perplexing. 
“Stormy” was the word employed 
today in summarizing the session of 


the council which hurriedly convoked 
Saturday night and which did not 
adjourn until early Sundaz morning. 
It was devoted to this delicate ques- 
tion. 

The Greeo-Italian conflict has been 
settled, say the delegates, thanks to 
the motive power of the League of 
Nations, backed by world opinion. 
Rut they declare Italy has defied the 
league and that the assembly should 
take some action calculated to re- 
infaree the prestige of the laegue. 

The council is said to be well aware 
of the fact that, sooner or later, it 
must render some report to the as- 
sembly of the league, which will. re- 
fer to the Italian affair and dispose 
of the matter to the satisfaction of 
a majority of the delegates. Some 
of the members of the council of the 
league favored last night an immedi- 
ate statement to the assembly. Oth- 
ers, who feared that brusque traet- 
ment of Italy might risk Rome's re- 
tirement from the league, counselled 
putience and delay. 

Corfu Is Problem: 

The issue at stake is generally 
deemed to have been reduced to the 
question of the Italian occupation and 
as the opin- 


is growing that the first phase 


of the Greco-lItalian conflict proper- ;

League of Nations. However, 
is growing that the as- 
sembly must pass on the Corfu af- 
fnir in order to safeguard the prestige 
of the Geneva organization. 

The feeling that the league has 
not lived up to its immediate possi- 
biiity in tbe Italo-Greek conflict is 
considered to linger in the minds of 
the delegates here. Yet it is declared 
not to be producing the discourag- 
ing symptoms about the league that 
many people seem to foresee. It was 
declared today that among the dele- 
gotes that there was renewed faith 
that world public opinion backing 
the ideals behind the league was a 
force to be reckoned with by all 
statesmen in the future, and that if 
;the league covenant, for any reason 
of complicated practical politics, 
could not be strictly applied, the 
league nevertheless could exercise a 
pressure on the governments whose 
power had surprised the most ardent 
et the partisans of the league.

Rome, September 16.—The govern 
ment of the independent state of Fi- 
ume, resigned today. 

The Italian government today re- 
ecived from Signor Depoli, vice presi- 
dent of the assembly of Fiume, a 
letter complaining of the delay in 
settling the Fiume question. He said 
the situation had caused much dis- 
ecntent. The populace was suffering 
sreatly through unemployment, and 
be had repeatedly called the attention 
of the Italian government to the dan- 
gerous effect of delay in settling the 
questions at issue. Signor Depoli 
added now that the negotiations had 
failed he felt it would be useless to 
remain in office, although when he 
resigned there would be no authority 
in Fiume and by the end of the month 
tke city would be completely deprived 
of any means of subsistence. 

Signor Depoli, since March,

In his letter of tesignation 
he says Fiume had hoped the Genoa 


conference would arrange a settlement 
of the situation under whic +h Fiume’s 
desire to be allowed to exist as an 
Italian city would be recognized, and 
“on my part I awaited to be thus re- 
lieved from my functions.” He de- 
clares that the hopes of Fiume were 
thwarted by the Santa Margherita 
ugreement, but that she remained 
confident that Italy wonld support 
her rights in the Italian-Jugo-Slav 
commission, 

Depoli dwells on the fact that lack 
of authoyity on the part of his gov- 
ernment has had _ serious political 
consequences, encouraging local groups 
ts» methods of violence, while 
proper administration of justice was 
fouled. “Any action on my part,’ 
he says, “was completely annulled by 
the direct interference of the political 
parties and the situation has become 
intolerable.”

HOMESEEKERS’ RATES 

The Georgia Real Estate associa- 
‘tion, of which H. Clay Murphy, of 
Macon, is president, has written 
the presidents of railroads whose 
lines serve the southeastern states, 
‘urging the reestablishment of the 
homeseekers’ rates to this section. 
These rates, in vogue prior to 
“1917, have not been reestablished 
since the world war, but it fs 
noticeable that they have been re- 
established to the west and south- 
“west, and from the south to those 
‘sections. Indeed they were re- 
established to those sections shortly 
after the armistice, and thousands 
of people, in the post-war changes, 
have flocked to those sections, 
many of whom no doubt would 
have come to the south had low 
rates been offered. 

The letter of the Georgia Real 
Estate association is pointed, and 
more or less pungent. In part it 
reads as follows: 


_ “The railroads of this country 
Mhoved 5,000,000 people out of the 
south following the civil war, due to 
bad economic conditions, and by ad- 
vertising the opportunities of the mid- 
dle west and far west—always the 
land of the setting sun. Today that 
eondition is reversed. The bad 
eeonomie conditions (agriculturally) 
are in the west, with serious over-pro- 
duction of wheat, large debts and high 
priced lands. Their people are look- 
ing to the opportunities of the south- 
east where every advantage of soil, 
climate, values and living conditions 
exists—free from blizzards, and free at 
last from a one-crop slavery. The best 
and the last of the cheap lands are 
‘n the south. The large plantations, 
never before available, are now offered 
for sale to the man in this country 
who is looking for real opportunity. 
“Many negroes have migrated be- 
cause they cannot farm cotton against 
the boll weevil. The intelligent white 
farmer, practicing diversification, is 
getting independent. For every negro 
family that hae left us many small 
white farmers could be brought in and 
adapted to a successful farming pro- 


gram 

“What will the railroads of the 
south do to assist? We need leaders 
as never before—men of vision, cour- 
age and action. They are doing much, 
but we do not believe they have as yet 
fully realized the extent of the oppor- 
tunity of today when everyone is look- 
ing southward— 

“Every section of the United States 
has homeseekers’ rates except the 
southeast. It is easier to move out of 
the south and harder to move into it 
than to any other section of the coun- 
try. Extensive advertising and home- 
seekers’ rates on the part of the rail- 
roads can do much to develop the 
south.” 

The discrimination in this mat- 
ter Is one of general comment, and 


the difficulty 1s to understand the 


economic wisdom of such discrimi> 


‘nation. 

The real facts as brought out 
by Mr. Murphy ought to spur the 
railroads to a change of policy, for 
just as pointed out, “it is easter to 
move out of the south and harder 
to move into it than any other 
section of the country.” 

The roads have contended, or 
some of them, that commercial 
travelers from the trading centers 
of the west, working the south- 
eastern territory, take advantage 
of such rates, thereby destroying 
the legitimate revenue of the roads 
to that extent. That plea is not 
tenable for the reason that if that 
is a drawback with roads entering 
the southeast, It is equally a draw- 
back with roads entering the south- 


west.

Ossining visitors are greeted at 
every approach to the town with signs 
reading: “Ossining—Noted for Its 
Fine Schools for Girls.” One gath- 
ers the town is trying to forget that 
for which it is chiefly noted—Sing 
Sing prison. The gray, bleak build-, 
ings can be seen from almost every 
street. The term Sing Sing is a cor- 
ruption of the old Indian word Sjhk 
Sink, which has a certain appropri- 
ateness, for it means “Rocky Road.”

beer and wine” nowadays. He is} 
busily spreading propaganda to the ef- | 
fect that alcoholism is more wide- | 
—— now than it was in the old wet 
ays. 

Take New York City, for example. 
In New York City, if anywhere, in- 
toxicants are still freely and readily 
procurable and the death rate from al- 
cohol poisoning should be a pretty 
good criterion of the amount of drink- 
ing there now as compared with the 
period immediately preceding prohi- 
bition. Two sources of information 
are open to the inquirer, both of which 
are unprejudiced. First, the health 
department statistics ; second, the 
Statistics of insurance companies, 

The health department statistics 
show that since prohibition went into 
effect the decline in the alcohol death 
rate in New York has been extraor 
dinary. Thus, in the year 1916, un- 
der the old license system, before the 
men were called to the colors, there 
were 690 deaths from alcohol. In 
1920, under prohibition, with the men 
back home, there were 127 deaths from 
alcohol. In 1921 there were only 141 
deaths. . 

Life insurance statistics show that 
the death rate among policy holders 
from alcohol was 4.9 per 100,000 in 
1917, and only 0.9 per 100,000 policy 
holders in 1921. The death rate 
among policy holders from such dis- 
eases as apoplexy, chronic Bright's 
disease and heart disease—all of 
which are notoriously prevalent in al- 
coholics—showed a corresponding de- 


cline and in 1921 was less than in 
any wet year. 

Evidently the general run of follis. 
even in New York where liquor is 
supposed to flow. freely despite pro- 
hibition, have enough sense to let a 
deadly poison severely alone. Booze is 
gone, and gone for good.

Good citizenship is the off-spring of 
cooperation. 

The tax commissioners and advisers, 
whom the governor has named, are 
among the ablest and most representa- 
tive men in this state. It seems to 
me there should have been some rep- 
resentative women on the commission.

As the extraordinary session is go- 


ing to be held—the wisdom or unwis- 


dom of which passed as an issue when 
the governor made the call—it is 
hoped that constructive, definite re- 
sults may ensue. 

Georgia needs a revision of her 
fundamental tax system, and most of 
al) a revision of her county systems. 

There are many schools of thought 
as to what is best; end all these con- 
clusions are based upon some sound 
principles. 

Therefore, the study of taxation in 
the abstract must involve a study of 
all of the more practical systems; 
and perhaps a composite system may 
be evolved from all of these that will 
best meet Georgia conditions. 

I do hope, with all the sincerity of 
my heart,.that the commission will 
not confine its studies to the larger 
cities as announced, but will get out 
into the great rural sections, where 
a majority of the people live, and 
where economic and social and educa- 
tional conditions are vastly different 
from those in the cities.

It makes me feel anew the 
great responsibility resting upon any 
free and unbiased commentator upon 
publie affairs. 

I would not dare exy I am right in

als in this country, based upon abso- 
lute selection; and to permit selec- 
tions from any one or more countries, 
whose quotas are full, to meet the 
percentages of unfilled quotas from 
other countries, «

How Inflation Comes. 

Inflation in a nation is caused when 
sovernment credit comes from any 
other source than from the savings 
of the inyestor. So a rise of prices 
during a war is caused by“ the de- 
mands of the government and the in- 
creased supply of credit or currency 
Inflation results from a lowering of 
rue ratio of the volume of goods to 
the volume of money. If the volume 
of money in circulation increases 
inore rapidly than the volume of goods 
produced, prices are bound to ,rise. 
This has always been true and it has 
been known for hundreds of years. 

In the preceding article we saw 
how inflation debanched the cur- 
reney and broke fhe machinery for 
international trade. While inflation 
always means higher prices it also 
means lower real wages. This lag 
of wages behind prices makes profi- 
teering possible. When profits are 
made at the expense of wages it 
means that the laborer bears the 
blunt of the war, and the War profi- 
eer clinches his gains by investing 
them in war loans. preferably tax 
exempt securities.

His experience was related here as 
the Admiral Oriental liner President 
Jefferson, which arrived last night, 
discharged earthquake refugees at this 
port. 

The Jefferson was the first craft 
which carried survivors of the Japan- 
ese disaster to reach the American 
continent. There were 155 in all rep- 
resenting thirteen nationalities. 

Recounting his experience on the 
Empress of Australia in Yokohama 
harbor, Rev. Mr. Gilbert said: 

“It threw the great vessel 25 feet 
out from the wharf and in doing 
so the wire mooring ropes jerked vut 
the heavy mooring pins and piles of 
the wharf set in cement. Then barges, 
some of them oil barges which had 
been torn loose, 13 or 15 pf them al- 
together, jammed around the Empress 
and took fire, all burning at the same 
time. At one time the bow of the 
ship was plunged right through a 
burning building. Before the vessel 
could work her way out of this, some 


of the oil barges were burned down | 
‘to the water's level. 


There, with 
burning oil 16 to 18 inches deep, the 
flames shot fully 300 feet up in the 
air, Zhat oil on the water burned 
for sif or seven hours.”

Market Service 
By Government 
Aiding Georgia 


A report on development of the 
leased wire of the department of z¢- 


riculture for market reports in the 
southeast was given Saturday to 
Senator W. J. Harris, by Dr. H. © 
Taylor, chief of the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics who is in charge 
of the service. Senator Harris wat 
a member of the senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee providing funds 
for the wire to give market reports 
and conditions to the farmers and 
business men. 

“Within the last few dares we 
have succeeded in getting our leased 
Atlanta. We 


reopened our market news service en 
fruits and vegetables in Atlanta in 
July, serving that office by commer 
eial wire until the leased wire was 
installed. Market reports are now 
being issued from that point on va- 
rious products, and the program wii! 
change from time to time with the | 


various commodities,’ says Dr. Tay- 
lor. Continuing: 

“The market news work on fruits 
and vegetables in Atlanta is hand'ed 
jointly with our inSpection service 
and crop estimating work. 

Stations Opened. 

“Stations ou this leased wire have 
been opened at Richmond and 
Raleigh, where we have installed our 
own operators in connection with the 


operators take off practically all of 
the marketing information transmit- 
ted over the wire, which includes 
some information on live stock and 
dairy marketing prices, as well as on 
fruits and vecetables. My under 
standing, however, is that up to this 
time neither of these state depart- 
ments of agricciture have been sable 
to arrange for any extensive dissemi- 
nation of this information by mail, 
and I do net know how successful 
they are in securing extensive pub- 
licity from the press. ‘

HONEY WITH ALMONDS. 


Every woman who can afford it 
should have a substitute, or rather, an 
alternative, to cold cream. I would 
suggest “the Honey-Almond lotion, 
which is not yery hard to make and 
delicious to use. There are so many 
times when the skin needs something 
to seften it, to save it from chapping, 
to clear it, yet when a cold cream would 
be greasy and inconvenient. And every- 
one needs a hand lotion, cold cream is 
imyossible for this. The lotion given 
today is bleaching, (almonds and honey 
and glycerine all act as bleaches) it 
dries quickly into the skin, leaving it 
soft and smooth looking. It acts as 
a base for powder, too, which greasy 
cold creams will not do. 

Take one-third of a pint of quince 
seed, and steep for 12 hours in a pint 
of water. Start with cold water, and 
keep your saucepan covered. Strain 
the liquid off through a fine sieve or 
a cloth. Meantime, take one ounce 
of almonds already shelled and skinned 
and, while they are wet, pound them 
in a mortar, or any clean small pan. 
bruise and mash them and pour and 
squeeze out as much milk as you can 
get. Add to the quince water, one 
ounce of glycerine, 30 grains of boric 
acid powder, 4 drops of oil of bitter 
almonds, and one-half ounce of pure 
heney. Mix and bottle. If you can 
buy almond milk already made up use 
half an ounce of this instead. 

Almonds are most useful in making 
up beauty formulas. Pure oil of al- 
nends is excellent to rub on the face 
at night, after a thorough washing 
with hot water and soap. It can be 
massaged into the skin thoroughly and 
wipea off. and should be followed by 
a cold rinse. It nourishes, cleanses. 
whitens and makes the skin firm and 
ne looking. It is too expensive to 
use as a cleansing agent before 
washing. Cleansing cream goes fur- 
ther and costs Jess. Almond milk is 
rood too, used by itself after wash- 
ing.

SEEKS FEDERAL AID 


TO BURY VETERANS 


The proceedure necessary to be gol- 
lowed in securing federal aid for the 
burial of veterans of certain wars 
who die indigent is outlined in a cir- 
cular letter sent out by M. Bryson, 
district manager of the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau, Atlanta. 

“Congress enacted at the last ses- 
sion,” the circular reads, “a law pro- 
viding that a veteran of any war who 
died after discharge, or resignation 
from service, and who served in the 
military or naval forces of the United 
States during any period of the Mexi- 
the Spanish- 
American war, the Indian wars, the 
Philippine Insurrection, the Boxer 
Expedition, Cuban Pacification, Nic- 
araguan Campaign, Vera Cruz Expe- 
dition or the Punitive Expedition to 
Mexico, and the World war, would be 
entitled to burial at the expense of 
the government. 

‘The intent of the law enacted by 
congress is to provide burial expenses 
and transportation to place of burial 
for deceased veterans up to $100, pro- 
vided that no provision is made either 
by the state, city or county, or by the 
deceased's relatives or by any other 
means for his burial, and before this 
office can authorize the burial, this 
information must be available. 

“The law provides that a sum not 
to exceed $100 should be allowed for 
actual burial expenses, and in addi- 
tion, an amount not to exceed $5 for 


furnishing a flag to drape the cas- 
ket; 


also the actual and necessary 
cost of transporting the body of the 


deceased to the place of burial within 


the continental iimits of the United 


States. 


“Tt is essential, however, that when 


reporting the death of any of the vet- 


erans of the wars above mentioned 
for whom it is desired to obtain au- 
thority for burial transportation to 
place of burial, that each post (Ameri- 
can legion) and chapter (of any other 
veterans’ organization) submit with 
the request to the bureau that it au- 
thorizes burial expenses up to $100, 
the following information: 

“1. Evidence sbould be furnished 
that the decsased veteran was honor- 
ably discharged from the military or 
naval forces in any of the wars men- 
tioned, by submission of certified copy 
of his discharge or other evidence of a 
similar nature which will show that 
be was a veteran of one of the wars 
above referred to. 

‘2 Whether the deceased veteran 
a pauper, and whether or not 
he was entitled to insurance benefits 
from any fraternal organization, and 
whether application will be made 
therefor. 

“3. Whether any money or prop- 
erty was due the deceased veteran 
from solvent debtors to the deceased 
veteran at the time of his death. 

“4. Whether any amount has been 
received from the pension office of 
the war department or any state, city 
or county, with which to defray the 
expenses of the burial.”

Washington Trade Survey 
Shows United States Deficit 


“Invisible” Exports and 
Imports Reveal Short- 
age on World Balance 
Sheet, Says Secretary 
Hoover.

Washington, September 16.—For 
the first time in history, an analysis 
of American. and world trade in 
which “invisible” exports and imports 
were estimated and considered, was 
issued today by the department of 
coimmerce. 

The survey was for the year 19 
and showed a trade balance against 
the United States. Although the ap- 
parent 1922 balance in favor of the 
United States, in the excess of ex- 
ports over imports, was $754,000,000, 
Secretary Hoover’s conclusions, with 
the “invisible” factors considered, es- 
timated the amount on the red ink 
side of the American trade books at 
$986,000,000 for commerce of all 
kinds. 

“Invisible” factors, all estimated 
in the absence of exact information 
and statistics, include American in- 
vestments and interest payments 
abroad, remittances abroad by im- 
migrants, expenditures ‘abroad of 
American tourists, payments on ocean 
freights and similar commitments. 
In emphasizing that the “invisible” 
iiems must be estimated, but only aft- 
er exhaustive examination and with 
full co-operation with the principal 
banks, mercantile houses. shipping 
companies, the treasury and other
